PIRACY AND HIDDEN TREASURE,

' Captain gt attr master’ and owner, of 
the schooner Nereid, which was slolen recently, 
by, the mate, James Forbes, while lying at 
anchor near. Guam, arrived at Yokohama on 
Saturday last fromy the-Bonin Islands'in the 
Nippon Yusen Kaisha steamship Suruga Maris. 
From Captain Jobnaon we have learned some 
further information with reference to the occur- 
rence. . It seems that the master had gone 
Lan shere to clear the vessel and take off the 
mail, ein on the eve of starting for Yap, one 
ofthe chicf trading depots of the Caroline Group. 
The vessel was then lying about‘sevon miles 
distant from Guam. Captain Johnson reached’ 
the anchorage about six o'clock on the morning | 
ofthe 31st January, but found that the schooner 
had left, and‘on making enguirics learned that 
‘the vessel had been insight. only an hou 
earlicr steering 8,W, There were then on board 
with Forbes, two Japanese, both of whom had 
been shipped at the Bonin Islands. One of these,
